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GALLERY OF SPORTING ART 





A number of people keep dropping into the office in Middleburg 
asking whefe they can go to see famous horse pictures or equine 
statuary. There are others who write to ask if there are not available 
good prints or paintings of Man o’War, and still others want copies 
of the paintings reproduced on the covers of this magazine. All of 
this boils down to a very deep and widespread, though little known 
or recognized interest in paintings and pictures of horses and their 
owners. 

It does stand to reason that people who make a hobby of the 
sport of riding have a fundamental interest in seeing how artists 
throughout the ages have portrayed horses and the famous incidents 
of the turf and field. When you come down to it, though, there is no 
single place where horsemen can go to see the great wealth of sport- 
ing art that exists in this country. Every other form of activity has 
its gallery and famous works of art are housed there but when it 
comes to the field of sport with the horse, there are no pictures on 
public display. 

This is too bad. Sport represents a definite side to everyday life. 
It represented years ago in 18th and 19th century England, the back- 
bone and tradition of a great country and it was painted as such by 
the finest artists of the day. Landseer was a great animal painter. 
his pictures of animals and country are in many galleries, but his 
sporting subjects are not often on display. Marshall was on the same 
level as Reynolds, vet his fine works are practically all in private col- 
lections. 

There have been paintings done of the majority of our great race- 
horses by owners who have wanted to immortalize the careers of 
American turf heroes: Today these fine paintings are all in private 
collections. How can an avid public interest be satisfied? But first, 
is there such an interest? It is hard to prove, but it is not taking too 
much for granted to say that a gallery, located in New York and 
filled with sporting pictures on loan would be one of the most popular 
galleries in the city or in fact in the country. Proof of this there is 
in the interest centered about the great collection Harvey Ladew 
brought together at the Baltimore Museum of Art before the war 
through the generosity and cooperation of many of this country’s 
leading sporting families. This exhibition was widely visited in Balti- 
more and proved an immense success. 

The same thing today on a permanent scale with machinery and 
funds to keep it going would do much to popularize sport in the minds 
of the American public as well as providing a practical method for 
horsemen all over the country to see some of the fascinating pictures 
that go to make up the great permanent treasury of sport. 

If paintings were loaned to the gallery and if exhibitions of en- 


tire collections were sent to the gallery from time to time, the project . 


might well gather momentum and be able to carry itself from admis- 
sions alone. There would be no need of having very large display 
rooms, but there would be need for an energetic and meticulous 
curator who would see to it that good pictures were contributed to 
the gallery and that a constant round of pictures were always on 
display. Granted it would be the greatest trouble to collectors and 
owners to ship their treasures into the gallery, but the resulting 
gratitude and interest on the part of sportsmen and layman alike 
would be well worth both the time and effort. There is real need in 
this country for a gallery of sporting art. Its establishment would 
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that future generations of horsemen would have their loy

*Golden Hill Wins With Impressive Total 
Of Ribbons In Wanamaker Oval To Wind 
Up Philadelphia Fall Show Season

You have an excellent start to- 
wards having a top show when you 
utilize the lovely Devon Horse Show 
Grounds at Devon, Penna. Even 
without a horse show these grounds 
are fascinating with their permanent 
old buildings and trees. This year 
the Montgomery County Horse Show 
and Country Fair was held at the 
famous Wanamaker Oval. The show, 
a complete hunter and jumper fix- 
ture, took place on Saturday and 
Sunday, October 4 and 5. 

J. A. Hale’s *Golden Hill ran up 
one of the most impressive scores in 
the conformation division that we 
have seen all year. He won 8 firsts 
and a 3rd, and acquired for himself 
another championship. It was a fine 
performance and we have never seen 
this great horse go better. 

Miss Irene Randal’s handsome My 
Girl was reserve to the big chestnut. 
The most closely contested class in 
the show involved My Girl and Mrs. 
Elizabeth Correll’s Transportation. 
It happened in the lightweight hunt- 
er under saddle class on Saturday 
night. These two horses both hack 
about perfectly and the judges work- 
ed them together both ways of the 
ring, at all gaits for almost half an 
hour before they could decide be- 

‘tween the two. Mrs. Correll’s horse 
finally received the nod. 

Incidentally, in the green stake 
Transportation had a nasty fall. His 
rider Miss Marty Noel only got a 
dirty face from the accident, but her 
mount was a little gimpy as she led 
him from the ring. - However, the 
last we heard Transportation was all 
right. 

In the working hunter division 
Mrs. J. E. Behney’s dark brown 
gelding, Right For’ard turned in 
some top rounds and came out with 
the championship. This horse has 
one of the finest ways of moving and 
fencing one could ask for. Mrs. 
Behney’s daughter rides Right For’- 
ard in a snafle bridle; he seems tc 
be a horse that anyone would enjoy 
hunting. 

The handsome, grey Tanahmerah 
of General and Mrs. Charles B. Ly- 
man was green champion. He was 
ridden throughout the show by Mrs. 
Lyman. Mrs, Lyman really looks 
tiny sitting up on top of great big 
Tanahmerah. Reserve champion was 
Thomas McKelvey’s War Paint. Af- 
ter some bad luck at the beginning 
of the season we were glad to see 
this brown horse go so well under 
the piloting of Jack Devinney. 

Sterling Smith’s six horse stable 
reigned supreme in the jumper divis- 
ion. They monopolized the open 
jumping classes, taking all four 
places, they took the first four places 
in the stake class, and garnered two 
or three ribbons in every other 
jumper contest. George Braun rode 
them all, in every class, and he de- 
Serves a great deal of credit because 
every horse has to be ridden differ- 
ently. Personally we don’t see how 
he remembers all the keys. Another 
problem he has is to decide which 
horse he wants champion and which 
he wants reserve. In this show he 
brought Sun Beau out on top with 
Happy Landing reserve. 

The children had all their classes 
on Sunday afternoon in Ring 2 while 
the open classes were going on in 
the main ring and over the outside 
course. Consequently we didn’t see 
as much of them as we would have 
liked. It is significant to note that 
the children had 14 entries in their 
hunters in pairs class, whereas the 
adults had only half that number. 

This was a fine hunter and jumper 
show and we went away from Devon, 
a8 we always do, with a warm feel- 
ing toward horse shows and the peo- 
Dle who make them possible.

National Horse Show At The Garden 





Portmaker’s Bid For Championship Honors Cut 
Short By Kick From Rival Prompt Payment 
As Substitution Out Performs Stablemate 





There is probably no way to des- 
cribe the National Horse Show at 
Madison Square Garden except pos- 
sibly to state at the beginning that 
entries from many sections represent 
the top horses and the spectators 
re given a chance to see them to- 
gether with the best of the lot 
emerging as the winner. 

Held this year from November 4 
through November 11, the show was 
outstanding in the number of entries 
and of great interest was the partici- 
pation of the military teams, Canada 
and Ireland being represented for the 
first time since 1938. The Mexican 
Army Team was back with that amaz- 
ing little jumper, Resorte, duplicat- 
ing his 1946 feat of winning the 
$1,000 International Military Stake. 


From the U. S. Army Team, the 
crowd turned toward Swizzlestick, 
ridden throughout the show by Lt. 
Col. Charles A. Symroski and on 
Friday evening, Col. F. S. Wing 


brought another one into the lime- 
light when he rode Totilla to capture 
the Bowman Challenge Cup and re- 


tire the trophy, having won it in 
1941 and 1946 
When Miss Helen Ferguson did 


not have an entry for the working 
hunter division, Flying Colors, Ver- 
non G. Cardy’s piebald gelding, was 
lifted from the jumper ranks where 
he had been showing quite success- 
fully. This proved tc be a good move 
as he went on at the Garden to be 


pinned the working hunter chan- 
pion with 9 points.In for reserve 
was the Pennsylvania entry, Belle 


wood Farms’ Third Call with 7 1-2 
points. 

Open jumpers had their try at 
the purse strings in the $2,000 open 
jumping stake and George Braun 
practically cleaned up for the Ster 
ling Smith stable, accounting for 
lst, 4th and 5th. In for 2nd was the 


good going Canadian entry, W. R. 
Ballard’s Poppy. The order of Ist 


and 2nd was reversed in the cham- 
pionship pinning, Poppy coming to 
the front with 21 points w Sun 
Beau’s 20 

Substitution proved to be the dark 
horse from Virginia when it came 
to the hunter division. His »ackers 
have always predicted a_ brilliant 
future for him and at the Farming- 
ton Horse Show last month he cer- 
tainly was living up io expectations 
Starting slowly at the Garden he 
moved along toward the front and 
when the $2000 ‘hunter stake was 
held Tuesday evening he didn’t have 
to place in that class as his cham- 
pionship was safe. Just to prove his 
point, Substitution garnered the 
blue with Prompt Payment in for 
2nd.

Seven Star Stables’ 4-year-old 
Bob-O-Link, ridden by Mickey Walsh, 
took an early lead for the young 
hunter champion as he topped the 
lightweight green hunters and came 
back in green hunter, lightweight. 
By Majority, (sire of Bad Bill), Bob- 
O-Link was purchased this summer 
from Morton W. Smith. This sale 
came about through Mickey Walsh 
having bought Blue Chie previously 
and wanting another young one to 
zo with him.

The grey fox is on the increase in 
our hunting countries. From south- 
ern Pennsylvania to Georgia he was 
the only fox which our ancestors 
found when they first came to these 
shores. The red was native only tu 
the North. 

Then came importations§ from 
England, notably to the eastern 
shore of Maryland in 1750. When 
the Chesapeake froze over in 1774 
they made their way westward into 
Maryland and Virginia. By 1835 
they had reached the Shenandoah 
Valley, by 1850, Kentucky. The grey 
is a creature of the forest, the re 
of the open fields. As the white man 
took over the land so also did tie 
red foxes which they brought with 
them. Before the onslaught of civili- 
mation the greys retreated to tiie 
mountains. 

Thus it came about that when [ox- 
hunting began to be put on an or- 
ganised basis after the Civil Wat 
there were almost no greys to be 
seen, About twenty yeaTs ago, how- 
ever, they began to invade the coun- 
tries of northern Virginia. The move- 
ment spread gradually northward to 
Maryland, Pennsylvania and New 
York. Twenty years ago. probably 
less than 20 percent of our coun- 
tries supported grey foxes. Today 
8) percent would be a fair estimate 

The foxhound of the 18th cen- 
tury was bred particularly to grey 
foxes, a Slow, persistent animal with 
anose that could follow a cold trail 
for hours as it twisted through busi 
es and briars. The modern _ fox- 
hound, however, is geared to drive 
ared fox at speed over the open. He 
and his followers regard the short 
tunning greys as a pest. 

What to do? So far we have beeit 
singularly unsuccessful in checking 
the grey invasion. Foxhunters wile 
have been preaching protection for 
foxes now find it difficult to ex- 
plain to farmers that they should 
kill one kind of fox and not another. 
In many of our principal hunting 
countries laws have heen passed 
making it illegal to shoot and trap 
foxes. Foxhunters are certainly the 
last people who can afford to break 
such laws. If the grey are to be 
killed it must be with hounds and, 
except on unusually good scentin:s 
days, that is a fairly difficult task. 

Because the problem affects my 
own, as well as most other coun- 
tries, I recently spent a morning, in 
between sessions of the National 
Horse Show, at the New York Mus- 
eum of Natural History. We = ali 
know a good deal about the grey 
and his habits when having been 
Drrsned by a pack of hounds. On 
the other hand most of us don't 


know too much about what he does 
the rest of the time. Certainly we 
must know more of the natural his- 
tory of the grey if we are to drive 
him back to the mountains where he 
came from. 

The grey is obviously a very dif- 
ferent sort of beast from his ruddy 
colored cousin. In fact soone eight 
or ten years ago in these coj\umns au 
gentleman from Pennsyivania stout- 
ly maintained that the grey was not 
a fox at all but a cat. This assertion 
precipitated one of the most enter- 
taining controversies that ever ruff- 
led the pages of The Chronicle. 

According to the WWuseum of Nat- 
ural History, the grey fox is definite- 
ly not a cat. At the same time he dif- 
fers widely from the red. The latte. 
is known in scientifie circles as vul- 
pes tulva—cfulva meaning yellow ic 
distinguish him from the redder 
European species. 

The grey has a much fancier title 
To the naturalist he is known as 
Urocyon Cinereo Argenteus—quite 
a mouthful. Working backwards, ar- 
genteus means silver, cinereo means 
ashy, cyon means dog and uro-means 
tail—-ashy silver tail dog!! 

Ashy silver is easy enough to ex 
plain, but why tail dog? The reasol 
is that the grey fox as one physical 
peculiarity that is unique among the 
canidae or member of the dog 
family. He has on the top of nis tail 
(believe it or not) “a concealed 
mane of stiff hairs’. In general the 
fur of the canidae consists of coarse 
outer hairs and soft under hairs. 
There are no under hairs beneath 
the tail mane of the grey, however, 
only long outer hairs which conceai 
it. The mane can only be detected 
by running the hand up the tail 
against the grain of the fur. 

This mane covers the musk gland 
which is found on top and near the 
base of the tails of all members of 
the dog family. The grey fox has 
the longest of such glands, the red 
fox the shortest among the Norih 
American canidae. In between come 
the white fox, the coyote, the woll 
and the kit fox. Another feature of 
the grey tail is that it averages 
twelve inches in length as compared 
to sixteen inches in the case of red 
foxes. 

So much for the grey fox’s mane 
and for the peculiar tail which gives 
it to him. There are also some speci- 
fic differences in color beside the 
general distinction between red and 
grey. The red fox often has a white 
tip to his tail; the grey never does. 
the end being always black. So are 
the sides of his muzzle and under- 
jaw. The red fox has his black points 
elsewhere, the backs of the ears and 
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the upper parts of the feet and legs. 

The grey fox is red—in part. He 
has a red band across his chest; the 
sides of his belly and legs and his 
neck are the same color. The rest of 
his underparts is white. In addition 
to his underparts the red fox has 
white cheeks and throat and a white 
lining to his ears. As mentioned 
above the top of his tail is also often 
white. 

There are certain mutations of 
the red fox, the silver or black fox 
the cross fox with a black mark 
across his shoulders, and the albino. 
The grey fox does not go in for any 


such variants, however. He is just 
grey—tfirst last and all the time. 


In addition to a shorter hind foot 
than the red—five inches as coin- 
pared with seven. Otherwise he is 
about the same size, 10 pounds on 





the average, with a few specimen 
running as high as 16. Both are 
smaller than English foxes whicli 


will sometimes run as high as 18 o1 
20 pounds. The toes of the grey fox 
are much closer together than those 
of the red, a difference which makes 
it reasonably easy to distinguish the 
tracks made hy both species. 

The scent of the grey fox is not 
nearly so strong as that of the red. 
For this reason, coupled with his 
habit of twisting and dodging 
through thick cover, he is more dif- 
ficult for hounds to follow and fur- 
nishes correspondingly less sport. 

There are approximately 12 dif 
ferent varieties of grey foxes reco- 
gnized by naturalists and an equal 
number of red varieties. In addition 
to the southern variety, which is 
the most common, there are others 
trom New England, Florida, Wiscon- 
sin, California, Guatemala and Yuea- 
tan. Southern foxhunters today and 
a hundred years ago distanguished 
two sub-species, the big grey that 
runs in cirele of two to four miles 
and the little silver grey that ‘‘the 
devil himself couldn’t eaich’” whien 
creeps about through thickets and 
briar patches. 

The different varieties of the red 
fox are found chiefly in tie North 
Utah, Washington, Labrador, New 
foundland and Alaska. Largest of all 
is Vulpes Regalis which comes from 
Minnesota.

September 28, the Opening Hunt 

A Field of thirty-six met the Mas- 
ter, Adolph B. Orthwein, and moved 
off from the Bridlespur Kennels at 
7:35, on a sunshiny, cool and windy 


morning, Sept. 28. Very little was 


expected from the hounds because 
weeds were still very much in evi- 
dence, because there was a _ high 


wind, and because a large number of 
the pack had only recently recovered 
from a rather serious illness which 
caused the death of four of our good 


hounds. 


However, fortune favored us. We 


entered the Harsh pasture at the 
northeast corner, and halfway 
through, the hounds struck a hot 


line, carrying it in full cry west past 
Ballas Road where they lost momen- 
tarily as the fox swung back in a 
wide and zig-zag circle, returning all 
the way to Boles’ Woods, where the 
line was lost for a while, and then 
found for a brief spurt to the north, 
the fox finally marked to ground af- 
ter about one hour and _ twenty 
minutes of an extremely fast run, 
covering from ten to twelve miles of 
varied country. 
Sunday, October 5 

A field of some thirty-five mei 
promptly at Madame DeFoe’s on the 
Baxter Road at 7:30 on October 5th. 
It seemed to be a perfect morning 
for hunting. There was an almost 
imperceptible drizzle and the morn- 
ing was the sort that brought vivid 
recollection of that exciting effect 
that the famous artist, Munnings, 
has captured in some of his beauti 
ful hunting prints. 

Hounds were cast in the covere 
just east and south of Madame De- 
Foe’s. As they worked up the hill, 
one or two hounds spoke encourag- 
ingly. Then the moment they cross- 
ed the crest and started down the 
other side, there was a loud burst 
of music and after a few moments 
more, the huntsman, Henry Rohde, 
blew “gone away” on his horn. The 
Field had to go far around because 
of wire,’ but caught up with hounds 
soon enough to see them down be 
low running swiftly in full cry to 
the southeast. Unfortunately hounds 
lost the line at the Hoettler Road; 
and after repeated re-casts, were 
unable to find. 

The Master then had them moved 
to the covert directly across Bax- 
ter Road from Madame DeFoe’s, to 
work upwind to the west. This covert 
was completely blank, much _ to 
everybody’s disappointment. After 
a moment’s rest and discussion, the 
hounds were then moved to the next 
covert to the south, again working 
upwind. Within less than two min-

utes they hit a very 
were heard streaming through the 
covert in full cry--and in this case 
“full cry’? seems too weak a term. 
With eighteen couple of hounds, 
every one of them Screaming his 
lungs out, it was some of the most 
beautiful music that has ever been 
heard in the Bridlespur hunting 
country. 

Led by the Master. Dr. AitKen, 


the Field went  pell-mell around 
some freshly seeded ground to catch 
up with the now swiftly speeding 
hounds. After about five minutes 
going wide open, the Master mosi 
unfortunately came to grief when 
his horse got into some unexpected 
wire and fell heavily. Fortunately 
the ground was soft from the rain 
the night before and nefther horse 
nor rider was injured. 

The Field checked, and the Mas- 
ter’s horse was being caught, when 
he called out to the secretary, Mr. 
Vance, to please take the Field and 
get with hounds. Although this 


over three or four 
minutes, already the hounds were 
completely out of hearing, appar- 
ently having run to the southwest. 

By a wide-open run, through some

very trappy country, the Secretary 
was fortunate enough, after about 
twenty-five minutes, to come up 


with hounds just a moment or two 
before they rolled their fox over 
in the bottom of a deep gully, hav- 
ing held tightly to his line,without 
a single break, for well over a half- 
hour. This was as beautiful, as musi- 
cal and spectaular, a bit of hound 
work as this writer has ever had the 
pleasure of witnessing. 

The huntsman, Henry Rohde. 
with two of his whips. Miss Chad- 
yeane Gooding and Miss Ann Hem- 
enway, had been close to hounds 
throughout the extremely fast run. 
Those members of the field who 
were in at the kill with Mr. Vance 
were: Mrs. Haverstick, Paul C. von 
Gontard, Adolph vonGontard, Miss 
Nancy Aitken, Darwin Howard, 
George McNulty, Jr., Milton Kahle, 
Lloyd Hager and Mrs. Elsie Rauh 
Scherck. The rest of the Field ar 
rived just a few minutes later, in 
company with Dr. Aitken, who very 
graciously turned over to Mr. Vance 
the honor and privilege of award- 
ing the trophies. The mask was 
awarded to Adolph von Gontard 
the brush to Miss Nancy Aitken, the 
fore pads to Lloyd Hager and the 
hind pads to Darwin Howard.

Sunday, October 12, 1947 

The Field moved off punctually at 
7:30 A. M. on October 12th from the 
corner of Clarkson Road and Olive 
St. Road, working upwind to the 
southwest. Hounds struck a hot line 
almost immediately, and very shortly 
thereafter the pack separated, about 
six couple of the older hounds get- 
ting far ahead of the remainder of 
the pack. The huntsman and the 
Field, because of wire, were forced 
to stay with the remainder of the 
pack, and the hilly topography soon 
shut off the music of the _ older 
hounds, 

Shortly thereafter, the younger 
hounds started another fox, running 
him as far west as Donald Barnes’ 
on the Kehr’s Mill Road, and swing- 


ing to the south, whereupon they 
lost the line, 
Meanwhile, your Secretary, who 


had been delayed and did not arrive 
until shortly after eight o’clock, in 
an effort to locate the Field, hap- 
pened to discover the six couple of 
older hounds and followed them for 
about an hour-and-a-half, getting a 
heautiful view of the big dark-red 
fox, very tired, crossing the edge of 
a freshly plowed field. Hounds were 
only about two minutes behind him, 
but were uneble to follow him across 
the plow, and lost for quite a while. 
finally finding him again deep in a 
nearby covert. 

About ten minutes after this, the 
rest of the hounds and the huntsman 
and Field arrived on the scene. After

Fame of Man o’War Had Many Detractors 
Who Were Eager To Minimize Greatness 
Of America’s Greatest Horse 


Salvator 


The passing of Man o’War _ re- 
moves from the Thoroughbred world 
its most powerful, popular and pro- 
minant equine personality. It is not 
too much to say that the gap his 
going leaves never will be filled. 

However, as might be expected, 
discussions have been set afoot, ere 
yet his ashes have had time to cool, 
regarding the precise nature of his 
greatness and efforts have been anu 
are being made to minimize it, 
qualify it and even to deny it. 

Naturally, that was bound to oc- 
cur. “The Mephistophelian _ spirit 
that denies,” made immortal Db; 
Goethe in ‘‘Faust,’”’ is one of the 
most persistent, aggressive and loud- 
ly vocal among all those which agi- 
tate mankind and have been ever 
since records began to be kept of 
human goings-on. 

Five hundred years before Christ 
an ancient Greek philosopher set 
down, with some reluctance but as 
something that veracity compelled 
him to, that appeals to the lower 
passions of the genus homo were, as 
arule more effective than appeals to 
the higher ones; and that a slander, 
on the average, had a better chance 
of survival than a good deed. 

That he was correct what has hap- 
pened since amply verifies and as its 
application is general it pertains to 
all spheres of human activity—in- 
cluding those very lively proceedings 
known as turf affairs. 

The “shining mark’ is always 
peculiarly suited to the attacks of 
the slanderer, the libeler, the dis- 
parager and the defamer because ol 
its conspicuous nature and the faci 
that it is something known of ail 
men. Anything pertaining to it is 
always certain of getting circulation, 
and, if in any way savoring of the 
sensational, being widely dissemin- 
ated-merely because of its subject 
or target. Whereas those who fatten 


upon that sort of provender pay no 
attenton to what is directed againsi 


the obscure, the unknown or the 
mediocre. 
“Who can refute a sneer?” ask- 


ed a famous man who had been the 
subject of outrageous aspersions en- 
tirely unjustified. The answer is ob- 
vious—-nobody, for it will rear its 
slimy head above a myriad denials 


and disproofs, and, seduously prv- 
pagated by scandal-mongers and 
their ill, it gains wide accéptance 


merely because of its persistent re 
petition. For, as another ancient phi- 
losopher observed, a falsehood, con- 
stantly reiterated, will often in the 
end displace the truth, however well- 
established the latter may be. 

Human nature, most unfortunate- 
ly, contains a large element of envy, 
spite, prejudice, the propensity to 
defame and the deliberate intention 
to carry it out. This element is and 
always has been active and aggres- 
sive in Thoroughbred  affairs—as 
was bound to be the case in anything 
whose basis, like that of the turf, is 
competition, rivalry and struggle. It 
is in precisely such atmospheres that 
the baser passions grow most rankly 
and disseminate their poisons mosi 
freely, for the very simple reason 
that the soil has already been pre- 
pared to receive and foster them and 
produce a luxuriant growth. 

The career of Man o’War affords 
an outstanding instance of all this, 
as, throughout his phenomenal series 
of performances there was a con- 
stant chorus of hisses from the side- 
lines.

Letter From New York 





New York Cheese Successful Seeeus With 
Comparatively Little Decrease In Attendance As 
23,000 Turn Out In Rain For Westchester Stakes

A cold and a wintry looking Nov- 
ember sky stretches across Long Is- 
land and those iumbering vehicles 
called horse vans are turning their 
blunt snouts toward the south. Rac- 
ing ends in New York in two days 
after these deathiess lines have been 
written, and for a few months the 
tracks will lie idie, except for the 
small winter colony which remaius 
here through the frozen period. 

It has been a very good season. So 
far as the actual racing itself has 
been concerned, there has been more 
evenly matched stakes and better 
daily average racing than any sea- 
son in a very long time. Of the 3- 
yr.-olds who call New York their 
home, probably the C. V. Whitney- 
Abram Hewitt Phalanx must be call- 
ed the best. He has more than ne!4 
his own with his own age. 

Among the older horses, it would 
be pretty hard to see where you 
could improve on Calumet’s Armed. 
He made only a very brief appear- 
ance in New York, but he was most 
impressive while here. Early in tus 
vear, King Ranch’s Assault added to 
the lustre which was his and _ it 
wasn’t until he began to feel a splint 
that he dropped back. 

It was a great looking J-yr.-old 
season, with no such outstanding one 
or two as has been the case in the 
past few years.

Year- 
lings and hunters were offered that 
night in the Timonium livestock 
arena; the sale continued at Pim- 
iico the following morning, and clos- 
ed with proodmares and weanlings 
going under the hammer Tuesday 
night at Timonium again. 

Bidding got under way slowly, and 
didn’t really loosen up till the final 
evening. Horse sales being hectic 
events to cover, we ll mention some 
of the stand-outs. 

Top price of $6,500 was paid Mon- 
jay morning by O’Sullivan Farms

Auctioneer George Swine- 
broad was assisted by two eager 
young men. Louis Merryman and 
Eddie Stettinius, newcomers to the 
auctioneering trade but alert and 
capable for all that—and even this 
crew couldn’t coax out any resound- 
ing bids. Riders to hounds, obvious- 
ly, are not fond of buying personal 
mounts which they have had no op- 
portunity to try out as working 
hunters, and the auction ring would 
seem a poor place to sell such ani- 
mals. 

Tuesday night, although the Mon- 
day rain had stopped, was still a 
trifle blowy and everyone was more 
than glad to repair to the warm, 
well-lit arena at Timonium to watch 
broodmares and weanlings sold.

This gentleman, in a prominent ring- 
side seat, bought up twenty-two 
horses to the almost-monotonous 
chant of the auctioneer: ‘“‘Sold to the 
gentleman on the corner!” It de- 
veloped later that the bidder was 
David O. Evans, contractor, of Hill- 
side, N. J., who last July purchased 
the LaBoyteaux property at Holmdel 
N. J. and who intends to go into thd 
breeding business.. “I hung up my 
mallets this season after twenty-one 
years 'of playing polo,” commented 
the genial Mr. Evans, ‘‘and breeding 
has got my interest now.’ It seems 
to have got his money too, or at any 
rate close to $19,000 of it, and he 
acquired a sample of all ages and 
types of animals. , 

Lupoba, an_ 8-yr.-old chestnut 
mare by Jamestown, set him back 
$4,200 but was worth it to judge by 
her condition and looks. Justin 
Funkhouser bought another top 
mare, Stitch In Time, for O’Sullivan 
Farms for the same price.

Battleship Highlights Pimlico’s Chasing 





Greek Flag, Grandson of Man o’War, Wins 
Pimlico Feature For Brookmeade; Little Sammie 
Scores Second Victory In Maryland’s Fixture

Weather conditions were the 
worst since the Maryland season 
opened over a month ago and the 
eleven starters in November 3rd’s 
claiming steeplechase toured the 
usual two mile course with a driv- 
ing rain and a heavy course in at- 
tendance. 

It was a typical Nor’easter and a 
handful of people, estimated to be 
a mere 7,500, braved the cold, raw 
and wet weather. 

Jack Grabosky’s Ducker, some- 
what of a champion at the mid-sum- 
mer Bel Air, Md., meeting with two 
victories, came back into his own 
in today’s jumping event when le 
stood a hard drive through the last 
half mile to win the race by thr2e- 
quarters of a length over Robert 
Chapman’s Bail Me Out. The latter 
was 6 lengths clear of John Stuart’s 
Rice Cake and Rokeby Stable’s Bank 
Note, the favorite, was 4th, some 
50 panels to the rear of the 3rd 
horse. 

Mrs. M. E. Whitney’s Ethels Joc, 
coupled with the winner since both 
are trained by Emmett Roberts, was 
5th and the only other horse to 
negotiate the soggy course. 

Ducker, with R. S. (Bobby) Mc- 
Donald, the former flat rider, in the 
saddle, was clocked in 4.28 4-5 for 
the 15-jump route. 

Six of the starters never reached 
the finish line. Mrs. M. Walsh's Mint 
Chap and Mrs. Esther DuPont Weir's 
*Picture Prince lost their riders at 
the sixth hedge. At the next ob- 
stacle, Bank Note made a very bad 
landing as did Ethels Joe. 

John Bosley, Jr.’s Fieldfare raced 
very wide at the 10th brush and fin- 
ally lost his boy at the final hedge 
as did F. Ambrose Clark’s ULold 
Mate. Kennebunk, also owned by 
Stuart, fell at the 13th while racing 
head and head with Bold Mate for 
the lead. The 13th also took its toll. 
Mrs. John Sturgeon III’s_ Silver 
Run tossed his rider and Banx Note 
almost went down, a factor which 
hastened his downfail. 

None of the six riders suffered any 
injury. 

Silver Run led early with Kenne- 
bunk in nearest pursuit. At the Sth 
hedge, Bold Mate was rushed into 
the lead and Ducker w2s now 4th 
after having moved up from 6th 
place. When Bold late bobbled at 
the 13th, McDonald took over with 
Ducker and he had enough left to 
stave off Bail Me Out, which came 
up from far out of it. 

Bank Note, the beaten choice, re- 
turned to the unsaddling ring verv 
lame and Ducker also was slightlv 
gimpey as McDonald hopped off.

Jumping flawlessly and ridden in 
the same manner by Danny Marzani, 
Brookmeade Stable’s Greek Flag to- 
day captured the 10th running of 
the $10,000 Battleship Steeplechase 
Handicap under cloudy skies and 
over a two miles turf course thal 
was called heavy on November 4th. 

It was fitting and proper that vic- 
tory should go to Greek Flag. His 
daddy was American Flag, one of 
Man o’War’s greatest sons, and his 
triumph came just 15 minutes after 
“Big Red’ was laid to rest at Far- 
away Farm in Lexington, Ky. 

Battleship, himself, was a son of 
Man o’War and the doughty little 
jumper made turf history in 1938 
by journeying to England and win- 





ning Aintree’s famous Grand Nat- 
ional. He now stands at stud in Vir- 
ginia, on the farm of his owner, Mrs. 
Marion duPont Scott. 

There was another grandson of 
Man o’War in the Battleship. He was 
Tom Mott’s Floating Isle, a son of 
Battleship, but the best he could do 
was finish third with no excuses. 

Greek Flag, in 4th position in the 
five-horse field most of the way, 
whipped Lowry Watkins’ Tourist 
List five lengths for the $8,080 firsi 
money. The latter was a mere neck 
in advance of Floating Isle and the 
latter had a 15-length advantasce 
over Mrs. Ogden Phipps’ Look 
Around, the early leader and fav- 
orite. Kent Miller’s highweighted 
Elkridge, under 155 pounds and 
with his new trainer, Emmett Rob- 
erts, up, was last at all times and 
missed fourth money by a length. 

Greek Flag, lightweight of tha 
field with only 136 pounds, was 
made fourth choice in the betting 
by the crowd of 11,442. His time 
was 4.13 2-5, far off Bladen’s track 
mark of 3.47 2-5. 

The score was Greek Flag’s fourth 
of the year and his second stakes 
victory. His earnings now totai 
$16,930. The 8-year-old  chestnui 
gelded son of American Flag out oi 
the Bradley mare, Baggage Trail 
accounted for the Cherry Malotte ai 
Belmont Park early in October. 

Nine originally had entered the 
Battleship but Galley Boy, Little 
Sammie, War Battle and Hampton 
Roads were declared. 

After Greek Flag’s victory, John 
K. Shaw, Jr., one of the directors oi 
the Maryland Jockey Club, presented 
a trophy to Trainer Arthur White, 
who represented Mrs. Isabel Dodge 
Sloane owner of the Upperville, Va.. 
establishment. 

The first mile was run in Indian 
file fashion with Look Around. 
Tourist List, Floating Isle, Greek 
Flag and Elkridge running spaced 
out in the order named. Elkridge, 
seeking his third Battleship score, 
made a bad landing at the 3rd hedge 
which may have hurt his chances of 
finishing closer. 

Look Around still led approaching 
the 12th obstacle but he bobbled 
ever so slightly at that point and 
Tourist List went up fast to take a 
short lead with Greek Flag now in 
2nd place. Rounding the long upper 
bend between the 14th and 15th 
hedges, Marzani sent Greek Flag to 
the front and he won easily from 
that point. Tourist List went along 
evenly and, while he could not men- 
ace the Brookmeade fencer, he last- 
ed just enough to take second money 
from Floating Isle. ce

The men and horses that are to 
carry our banner into the eques- 
trian events of the 1948 Olympiad ai 
Aldershot track show true American 
flavor. The twelve men assigned to 
the present squad come from all 
parts of our country. Talent knows 
no bounds and in American fashion, 
these men were assembled from 
wherever they were found. They 
were brought to Fort Riley, Kansas, 
for intensive training as a group. 

The able team Captain, Colonel 
Earl F. Thomson, Cavalry, needs no 
introduction to American or Euro- 
pean equestrian enthusiasts. He 
has appeared in International Mili- 
tary Competition in New York, Bos- 
ton, Washington, Toronto, Canada; 
Dublin, Ireland; Aachen, Cologne 
and Hamburg, Germany; Lucerne, 
Switzerland; Posen and Warsaw, 
Poland.

Combination Point-To-Point and Hunter Trials 
Furnish Excellent Contests For Genesee Hunt 
Followers As Honey Bee Captures Top Honors

Honey Bee, an aged chestnut 
gelding owned and ridden by W. 
p, Wadsworth, M. F. H. Genesee 
Valley Hunt, took the lead going 
into the first fence and maintained 
his average throughout the running 
to register a handy win in the Gene- 
see Valley Hunt Point to Point 
Saturday, October 25th. 

Second honors went to Espino- 
chal from the stables of Mrs. Oscar 
DeLall of Montreal and ridden by 
Robert Glover. 

Betsy, a six year old brown mare 
owned by C. Z. Case and ridden 
py Miss Esther Taylor wrested the 
show from Mrs. Oscar Solbert’s Blue 
Print with Miss Romaine Solbert 
in the saddle. 

Edward D. Mulligan’s Jack, the 
only starter, was unable to keep 
up in the early stages and his rider 
Mike Mulligan dia not press his 
mount unduly when he found him- 
self outrun. 

Espinochal, an aptly named son 
of Espino, William Ziegler’s good 
sire of such stakes winners as Es- 
posa and Bounding Home, drove to 
a nose victory over Honey Bee in 
jast year’s renewal of the Point to 
Point, and was trying for a sec- 
cond leg on the James §S. Wads- 
worth Cup this year. After trail- 
ing the Field for most of the run- 
ning Glover sent Espinochal up in 
a desperate attempt to overhaul 
Honey Bee but the Homestead color 
bearer was Hawkins’ horse this 
year and hung on with good cour- 
age to stave off the Canadian’s 
challenge. 

The major surprise of the after- 
noon was the good effort shown by 
Mr. Case’s young mare Betsy. The 
name of this daughter of the 
Thoroughbred stallion Golden Pine 
fom a Cleveland Bay mare did not 
appear on the program since she, 
like the Mulligans’ Jack, was a last 
moment nomination to fill out the 
race. She obliged gallantly by run- 
ning well up all the way and saved 
ground under a hustling ride to dis 
dlace Blue Print in the final fur- 
long. 

The race route was unflagged and 
extended southeast to the Rochester 
Stables by way of the Wheeler Gulley 
and the Goldstein farm. After this, 
the course then veered _ sharp- 
ly about in a northwesterly direct- 
ion down the Hogsback and the 
main ride through the gulley. After 
crossing the Granger tract the Field 
jumped two chicken coops across 
the Nations Road and then raced 
north through the Big Woods pas- 
ture to the finish.

five million people. In the 1932

Death was not unexpected for a 
veterinarian’s diagnosis about w 
week before the champion died con- 
firmed the fact that Billy Direct 
had the equine equivalent of ‘‘ath- 
lete’s heart’’ and was slowly dying 
But death came before it was anti- 
cipated. 

Foaled in 1934, Billy Direct, was 
by Napoleon Direct 1.59 3-4 and ont 
of Gay Forbes 2.07 3-4 by Malcolm 
Forbes. His grandsire, the sire of 
Napoleon Direct, was Walter Dir- 
ect, 2.05 3-4, the son of the famous 
“little black rascal’, Direct, 2.05 
1-2. On the maternal side, Billy 
Direct, through Gay Forbes, traces 
back to Bingen, 2.06 1-4 and the 
former world’s champion trotter, 
Nancy Hanks, 2.04. 

Billy Direct was bred by Harry H. 
Ridge, Haverhill, Mass., who bought 
Gay Forbes from Charles Nichelson 
of South Charleston, Ohio. In his 
ownership, Gay Forbes raced to her 
record of 2.07 3-4 at the North Ran- 
dall, O., track with O. H. (Speck) 
Erskine driving her. 

Early in his two-year-old year, 
Ridge sold Billy Direct to Nathen 
Smith, Lowell, Mass., reportedly for 
a price of $2000. This high price 
was the result of the colt’s excelient 
workouts before he even started in 
his first race. Billy Direct inherited 
pacing speed of the highest order 
from his sire. In 1916 at Columbus, 
O., Napoleon Direct paced a half- 
mile in 58 seconds flat in defeatiuy 
the great pacer, Single G., 1.58 1-2. 

In his first start as a two-year-old 
at Topsham, Mass., Billy Direct liv- 
ed up to all the workout’ reports 
which had been circulated about his 
speed. He won this initial race in 
two straight heats and went on to 
finish the racing year with a record 
of four victories and one second in 
five races. During one of these races, 
he paced three-quarters of a mils 
in 1.33 1-4, an indication of the 
blinding speed which he possessed. 

This race is said to have been the 
main factor which induced Patrick 
J. Downey and Dan McConville to 
buy Billy Direct soon after the first 


of January 1937. The price was 
never made public. 
Downey and McConville’ turned 


the just-turned three-year-old colt 
over to Vic Fleming to train and 
race. Again pre-racing season re- 
ports touted him as the coming 
pacer of the year. He swept the 
ranks of the three-year-olds losing 
only one race and breaking’ the 
world’s record for three-year-old 
pacers in a race at Lexington, Ky., 


when he paced a third heat of a race 
in 1.58. In this same race, Billy Dir- 


when he paced to a new world’s re- 
cord of 1.55 supplanting both Dan 
Patch’s 1.55 1-4 mark and Directum 
I’s 1.56 3-4, the latter record set in 
1915. 

In 1939, he made his last public 
appearances before’ entering’ the 
stud. These appearances brought his 
total of world’s records to seven al: 
of which he still holds. Most im- 
portant of these were his mile in 
1.59 3-4, a world’s record for pac- 
ing over half-mile tracks, at the Al- 
tamont, N. Y. track. At the same 
track, hitched double with The Wid- 
ower 3, 1.59 1-2, he broke’ the 
world’s record of 2.07 1-4 by pacing 
the mile in 2.04 1-2. 

Standing about 15.2 hands_ in 
height, Billy Direct was actually a 
dark bay in color. Although of rath- 
er chunky conformation for a Stan- 
dardbred horse, his bloodlike head 
and neck were clear marks of his 
distinctive breeding. In appearance 
he was most like his sire’s side of 
his family, resembling the Direct 
line very distinctly. 

From the time that he entered the 
stud in 1940, he was an immediate 
success. He stood, at first, at tne 
Peninsular Farms, Fremont, O.. 
owned by Joseph J. Mooney, and 
later went to Hanover Shoe Farms 
where he died. His book, especially 
since the appearance of his three 
two-minute sons, Direct Express 3. 
1.59 3-4; Morgan Hanover 3, 2.00 
and Ensign Hanover 1.59 4-5 has 
been attracting the best mares. He 
is the sire of eleven horses with re 
cords of a mile in 2.05 or better; hé 
is sire of 40 horses with records in 
2.10 or better and all at the age of 
13 years. 

Without question, the harness 
world has suffered a great loss—a 
loss which would be hard to esti- 
mate when viewed in regard to the 
future improvement of the Standard 
breed.

Hunting In England Hard 
Hit By Many Restrictions; 
Youngsters Inhibited 


J. Fairfax-Blakeborough 

Before the rain came in October 
the York and Ainsty and some other 
packs were stopped owing to the 
hardness of the ground and out of 
respect for both hounds’ and horses 
feet. There has been little scent with 
those packs which have continued 
operations, so that the early stages 
of elementary education for young 
hounds has been retarded. In a few 
days the regular season opens, bui 
it will be without flourish and col- 
our, and, to a great extent, without 
that light-hearted gaiety one always 
associated with “the glad throng 
that (once went) laughing along’. 
No one has coupons for new scarlet 
coats, and few have the money to 
buy them. Those who hoped to 
“make do’? with two or three horses 
by means of the energy and leg- 
saving transport of motor  horse- 
yans, are balked by the new petrol 
restrictions, which will hit hunting 
hard. One M. F. H. suggests that it 
might be possible to train a sheep to 
sit in the back of cars, horse-boxes 
and hound-vans, which would then 
come under the heading of ‘‘agricui- 
tural vehicles’. Most of the lads 
who normally would be taking their 
place (and our place) in the hunt- 
ing field are subject to conscription 
or “direction’’—mere puppets. ol 
the State, so are missing the very 
years when they should have been 
completing their education in the 
sporting world and setting a _per- 
manent seal on their own future and 
that of the great British tradition of 
love of sport and counfry life. It is 
all very sad, but hunting las weath- 
ered sO many threats, so many dilf- 
ficulties that we do not lose hope 
for the future. 


Grazing Horses By Roadside 

Many of us have noticed this sea- 
son a return to the ages-old system 
of “tenting’’ horses and cattle in 
country lanes and on the verges of 
highways. Time was when this was 
an integral part of rural economy, 
adopted not only by cottagers with 
only three or four acres, but by 
substantial farmers, who paid vil- 
lage children to ‘‘tent’’ (or tend) 
their stock. There was (and is) lots 
of good herbage in rural lanes, and 
when every main road had a wide 
grass verge, there were many acres 
of eatage, and for making into hay. 
In some parishes the ‘‘tenting’”’ in 
certain lanes was sold annually to 
the highest bidder, and, without it, 
and the hay made whilst cows and 
“galloways’’ ate their fill, small 
holders could not have’ kept’ the 
same head of stock either in winter 
or summer. On a motor journey the 
other day I saw two or three en- 
campments of Romany nomads in 
byeways, their horses (several pie- 
balds and skewbalds, of course, 
amongst them), grazing near at 
hand. Further on there were quite 
alot of useful looking cobs and 


,horses being “‘tented’”’ by the road- 


side, and one man to whom I spoke 
told me that he was quite unable to 
get the three horses he was ‘‘tent- 
ing” “jysted out”. “Jysted’” is an- 
other word for ‘‘gisted’’ (agistment), 
or “gaited’ out on a pasture for 
payment. Few farmers have plenty 
of grassland for their own _ stock 
Without allowing that of others to 
Tun out on their land. 

_ Apropos “tenting” a story is go- 
Ing the rounds of a lad who was 
taking back a herd of milk cows to 
their pasture and was instructed to 
let them “fill their bellies’ by the

Legendary Figure 
For Racing Public 


The legend of Man o’War can best 
summed up with the phrase, ‘‘The 
t Nowhere.”” Not only was the 
on of Fair Play—Mahubah, Amer- 
va’s greatest horse, but he was 
vjosest to the hearts of the racing 
public, a public that he never let 
as. His defeat by Upset as a 2- 
year-old in the Sanford Memorial 
at Saratoga being the result of hav- 
ing been boxed in at the top of the 
stretch by the tiring *Golden Broom 
while Upset went on to win by a 
ar a 3-year-old the great horse 
sep 5 time records, two of which are 
sil] standing as world records and 
yon all of his eleven starts to be- 
come the leading money winner of 
the year with $249,465. Bought for 
45,000 at the yearling sales at Sara- 
ga by Samuel D. Riddle, he was 
sold py the late Major Belmont due 
1 a decision of the Major’s to sell 
gl of his 1917 yearling crop on ac- 
unt of the pressure of his war- 
time duties. ; 

The horse died as he had lived, 
fighting gamely every inch of the 
yay. In 1943 his heart showed signs 
of weakening and Mr. Riddle re-: 
tired him from service. Occasional 
attacks of colic bothered Man o’War 
put his faithful retainer, Will Har- 
hut always succeeded in bringing 
him safely through them. Three 
sharp attacks cut into his strength. 
and finally, one month after Will 
died, Man o’War could not muster 
strength to stave off an attack of 
lic that put him down. 

Tuesday afternoon, Novembe) 
ith, a crane lifted a huge box with 
the remains of “de mostest hoss”’ 
and deposited it in his own paddock 
with a ceremony which no one has 
eer seen before.

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late James Rowe, Sr., then the train 
et of the stable* of the late Harry 
Payne Whitney and without doubt 
oe of the ablest members of his 
profession ever active in this coun- 
ty—as his record makes clear. Iu 
his charge Rowe had _ three other 
eolts of the same age as Man o’War, 
all of high class and upon which he 
was depending to sweep the stakes 
—which, without doubt, they would 
have done but for the son of Fair 
Play and Mahubah. 

However, at every turn, almost, 
they were obliged to oppose him— 
and remorselessly he bowled them 
over as he came to them, in the most 
consistent and inevitable way. There 
being just one lonely and historic ex- 
ception—when, in the Sanford Mem- 
orial Stakes, at Saratoga, as a two- 
year-old, by an inept ride his jockey 
got him into a pocket in the stretch 
fom which he was unable to extri- 
tate himself until too late to catch 
the aptly-named Upset (one of the 
Whitney trio) and fell short by half- 
wlength in his final effort. Other- 
Wise he met Upset four times and 
every time made him look like a 
Plater. 

The other two colts concerned 
Were John P. Grier and Wildair, 
both, like Upset, of genuine class-- 
but the maner in which Man o’War 
smashed them up was really shock- 
ing, barring the single instance in 
which Grier brought him to a drive 
in the Dwyer Stakes; something that 
Would never have occurred Trad Man 
o’War not come to the race virtually 
“cold” and unable to do himself ful? 
justice—though he broke a record 
in winning, Subsequently, in the 
Travers Stakes, Man o’War gave 
Grier 14 Ibs. (129 as against 115) 
and left him struggling vainly far 
behind: while so far as Wildair was 
concerned, Man o’War took up the 
usher of 138 lbs. (the highest 
Weight ever carried by a three-year- 
ld in America) and gave him 30 
Ibs, beating him easily by four 
lengths! 

As this series of events gradually 
ufolded itself, the anger, impotence 
and bitterness of Rowe kept increas- 
Ing until finally he was unable to 
Control his feelings.

Mrs. Corliss Sullivan’s Drift, the 
prohibitive favorite ridden by Char- 
lie Williams, was a furlong ahead 
of C. Mahlon Kline’s *New Puzzle, 
an English-bred, after geing over 
the 15th and last hedge only to run 
out of wind and fall. It was an easy 
matter for Jockey EB. J. McAdams 
to go on to a hollow 15 length vic- 
tory after that. 

Second position fell to ‘Liz’ 
Whitney’s Stunt Man, ridden by 
Emmett Roberts. This gelding was 
60 better than Robert Chapman's 
Bail Me Out, which took third money 
by the simple method of staying on 
his feet. 

Drift lay on the turf for some 
time after falling but finally got to 
his feet and appeared to be slightly 
lame as he limped back to his barn. 
The son of Annapolis had the same 
misfortune in a race at Laurel, that 
of falling at the last jump when he 
seemed a certain winner. He had led 
for the entire trip today. 

*New Puzzle, trained by Morris 
Dixon was running as an entry with 
Mrs. Joseph Ryan’s Cloonshee.

with any chance comer, into whose 
ears he would pour the torrent of 
abuse that raged within him. 

While to those “in the know” this 
meant little or nothing and was dis- 
counted in advance as unworthy of 
giving credence, there is no doub. 
that it was eagerly listened to by 
many others and circulated by tuem 
as the expert opinion of America’s 
top trainer, who had saddled more 
great horses and big money-winners 
than any other man in the profession 
and whose career extended back 
clean to the days of the great Long- 
fellow in the 1870's. 

What Is more, echoes of it have 
ever since continued to make them- 
selves heard. These taking the foria 
of asserting that Man o’War's re- 
cord as a race horse was more or iess 
that of a ‘“‘stuffed shirt’; that he 
was never really asked to beat a 
great horse; and that—a favorite ex- 
pression of the ‘‘smearers’’—he vas 
a ‘Riddle horse”’ in all the term in- 
plied. That underneath ail the gla- 
mour and glory that surrounded him 
in the public mind, he was really 
just what Rowe all along nad ciaim- 
ed—a “big lobster’’. 

Well—to the serious person the 
records today have cleared up all 
these questions most effectively, fin- 
ally and emphatically. ‘“‘There he 
stands”—a figure far more colossal 
than he seemed thirty years ago; 
fabulous, it might almost seem, in 
the greatness to which he has as- 
cended, ‘‘covered by it as in a gar- 
ment” whose radiance wall be un- 
dying.

Robert W. Grant’s consistent Sua 
Bath, a brown five-year-old gelding 
by *Easton out of the *Sun Briar 
mare, Sun Fritters, led for the en- 
tire two miles Nov. 8 to win the 
Bangle Steeplechase Purse, third 
race on the Pimlico Futurity pro 
gram. 

Ridden by his trainer, Emmett 
Roberts, Sun Bath packed topweight 
of 153 pounds over the soggy and 
heavy course in 4.27 to be .39 3-5 
seconds off the course mark of 
Bladen. 

It was Sun Bath’s fifth victory ot 
the year for his Canadian owner, his 
most recent being an easy victor in 
the $15,000 Chevy Chase Steeple- 
chase Handicap on closing day of 
the Laurel meeting. Prior to that 
he was second to Trough Hill in the 
Butler and runner up to Genancoke 
in the Governor Ogle, both held at 
the Washington Boulevard course. 

The Bangle was for. three-year- 
olds and upward which have not won 
$2,600 twice other than hurdles in 
1946-47. Sun Bath hit the payoff 
marker three lengths in advance of 
Sanford Stud Farm’s *Fair Crystal, 
which ran in second place all the 
way.

Glen McNaughton keeps 10 mares 
on his Blue Grass Farm in Blairs- 
town, New Jersey for the court of 
Blandisher by *Blenheim II—La 
Rambla by *Sir Gallahad III. The 
results of his racing activities from 
the produce of dams whom he secur- 
ed from off the tracks is an interest- 
ing review of what can be done at a 
comparatively small stud in Jer- 
sey’s limestone country.

The result of early racing told on 
her and she is now being retired 1o 
stud and will be bred in 1948. Also 
in this crop was the full sister of 
Gams and she was severely injured 
in October, 1946 when she was 
breezed too soon after she was bro- 
ken. She just got going good in 
Chicago this Summer but made the 
mistake of going out of the gate 
ahead of the field and was severeiy 
jumped on so she had to be retired 
to stud. In the crop of 1945 there 
was also a full brother of Kid Cau- 
tion who, is, perhaps, the best oi 
the lot. He was purchased at Sara- 
toga and was reserved for racing 
as a three-year-old. 

In the crop of 1946 there are three 
outstanding colts on the farm and 
these are being broken and will be 
raced in Jersey. 

BLACKSMITH WANTED 

The former show rider, Danny 
Shea, says that training and running 
horses, is less gruelling than the 
farm work which he will settle down 
to when the fall racing season is 
over. At Merryland Farm, the Balti- 
more County farm he bought in 
1939, he breeds 100 mares a year 
and this winter will have 35 year- 
lings to break. The entire Shea fam- 
ily works at the farm. Danny, Jr., 
who has given up steeplechase rid- 
ing, does the breaking of yearlings 
and does the breeding. Mrs. Shea, 
who is a capable rider, manages the 
books and keeps the mares’ papers 
etc. Robert is studying to be a vet- 
erinarian at the University of Mary- 
land. Danny, Sr., wishes there was 
a potential blackSmith in the family 
then the whole organization would 
be set. 

The senior Shea was born in Bos- 
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ton and started at 10 to work afte: 
school at a riding academy. He deve- 
loped into one of the country’s best 


show jumping riders. Three years 
in a row he defeated all-comers in- 
cluding crack foreign contestants, 
in the jumping championship = ai 
Madison Square Garden. He won in 
1934 and 1935 on his own horse, 
Squire, and in ’°36 on KE.
